THE CHABSEPOT IN THE FIELD.

A correspondent of the Pall Mall Gazslls,
who bus studied abroad the character and per-
formances of the Chassepot, makes the follow-
inq_ observations on that arm: —

he points in which the Chassepol is assnmed
to possess superiotity over the German needle-
gun are the following:—1. Lightness of the
weapon. 2. Buperior range. 8. Grealer ra-
pidity In fire. The Germsn rifle s at least
twenly-five per cent. heavier than the French,
and the former's range is only from eeven to
eight hundred metres, while the latteris sighted
to twelve hundred, and Is effective even beyond
that distance. Inthe hands of well-drilled sol-
diers the Chiassepot can readlly be loaded and
fired cleven times in the minute, while the
needle-guns stope short at seven times. Theae
advantages are claimed by the French and ad-
mitted by the Germans—officers and privates
alike—with whom I have discussed the question:
but I am about to show that much ol the ili-
success of the French armie= in the present war
i# dne to these asenmed polnta of snperiority.

There I8 a degree of lighiness lrl may use
¢uch an expression) below which rifles, like
canpon, must not fall: for durability in such
weapons i quite as important a desideratum as
that of hardiness. The needle-gun of the Ger-
man armies 16 by no means too heavy for men
even below the average In physical streneth,
and the mass of the weight lles in the barrel,
especially at the breech: while durability in the
Chassepot has been sacrificed to lightness, and
the weapon soon gets out of order. This liability
to derangement is due to more than one cause,
but the barrel itself is the chiefl seat of the
difficuity, ss I shall prove furilier on.

The much greater range of the Chassepot,
etrange as this may at first appear, has rendered
it inferior in effect to the needle-gun on vattle-
fields. The French infantry have been made to
understand that thelr weapons are superior to
thoee of their opponents, and that the latter can
therefore be etruck down far outslde the range
of their own rifles. The French have com-
menced firing away rapidly at from twelve hun-
dred to a ithousand yards' distance, and by the
time their enemies have closed ln upon them,
which, alded by thelr numerous aud superior
artillery, they have geldom failed to do quickly,
the barrel of the Chasgepot has become so
heated as to prove no longer serviceahle.

HRapidity in firing would appear 1o be a great
advautage in rifles as in cannon, but there is a
limit beyond which inveutors should not ven-
ture if other desiderala are to be pregerved. The
French infantry fire too mgueh at random, while
the Germans coolly endeavor to make every
shot tell,

Having thus dealt gensrally with the two
weapone, I will now proceed to point oul the
arilenlar demerite of the French arm. The

ore of the Chassepot is very much smaller
than that of the needie-gun, and the barrel con-
tiderably shorter, To ensure a superior range
the charge of powder is greatly increased, and,
the barrel being go light, the recoll is something
terrible, particularly when the weapon becomes
heated. The men are therefore in the habit of
firing from the hip iostead of the ghoulder, and
accuracy in alm is thereby sacrificad. It is sald
that the Pruesiang acted in a similar manuver
sgaiost the Austrians in 1866; bot since that
period the barrel of the necdie-gan has received
improvements, and the rifle is now discharged
from the houlder with & minimum of recoil,

But the chief fault of the Chaszepot has
bitkerto lain not merely in the quantity bat the
quality of its meltal; for the barrels appear Lo be
made of very Inferior steel, if not simply of
iroo, and’l cannot believe they have ever been
properly tested, if tested at all. My attention
was first called T this fact at the town of
Soullz, in Aléace, the headquarters of the Crown
Prince of Prussia after the vietory of Woerth.
I there saw mony thonsand Chassepots which
had just been reeeived irom the battle-eld,
and, to my surprise, numbers of them were in-
deunted and bent, bul not fractured, by the ene-
my's ehot. One of them thus injured I brought
away with me to Haden, and carefully
examined it in company with an emioent
German guusmith. This Chaseepot had been
ftruck by a rifle-bullet some two Inches from
the muzzle; the impress of the shot remained
etamped on (he barrel, which was completely
bent at an angle of at least ten degrees from the
right live, and the equare shoulder-plece on
which the bayonet locks had parted connection
with the barrel in the centre, bending likewise
under the force of the concussion, The most
rigid examivation, with the ald, (oo, of a mag-
nifving lens, falled to show the elightest frac-
ture; and the gunsmith agreed with we that the
metal was ol the most inferior description,
Having seen many similarly iojured, | ex-
preered surprige at such weapous belng served
out by the Emperor to his troops; wherenpon
my Iriend smiled grimly and said, **Oh, that's
only just! He commenced by cheating the

It i obvisus that gun-barrels composed of
euch Inferior metal must quickly become heated
snd swollen after a short time of rapid firing.
But the evil doea not end here. The cartridge
is fanulty and soon clogs the chamber. After
discharging the plece ten or fifteen times, if you
pull back the lever to charge again, and insert
A ﬁnrzer in the breech, your finger is imme-
diately conted with a thick, fatty, black sub-
slanee, proving that the cartridges do not clean
the barrel in fransifu. This is not the case
with the German weapon; for, when a similar
operatlon is essayed upon it, the matter on the
finger is certainly black, but perfectly dry. I
shounld add in this coanection that the cartridge
of the needle-gun Is enveloped in paper; that
of the Chassepot in & fine dnen olh with a
superabundance of

‘be result of these various faults in the
Chaseepot has had a wonderful effect in the pre-
eeut war, for the French soldiers have found
after a certaln time that it was impossible to in-
sert the cartridge in the breech, and they have
in pumerous instances thrown away their am-
musition on the battle-fleld. Tons of unex-
ploded Chaseepot cartridges have been gathered
at Woerth and other scenes of action.
